The  Budget  Cut 


Imagine  a  school  where  students  can  join  no  extra-curricular  activities,  where  there  is  no  newspaper,  no  year- 
book, no  plays,  no  clubs,  and  no  Sing,  because  of  lack  of  funds,  where  there  are  no  teams,  because  there  isn't  even 
enough  money  for  uniforms,  where  the  center  can  not  be  open  because  schools  must  close  immediately  after  the 
official  school  day  ends,  where  no  music,  art  or  any  other  electives  can  be  offered,  and  no  one  can  take  anything 
except  the  bare  minimum  required  courses,  where  if  your  teacher  is  absent  your  class  must  be  split  up  into  other 
classes,  possibly  not  even  the  same  subject,  where  anything  that  you,  the  student,  wants  in  order  to  enhance  his 
educational  life  to  something  beyond  books,  tests,  and  studying  cannot  be  attained. 

This  would  be  the  fate  of  the  educational  system  in  the  city  of  New  York  if  the  cuts  of  the  budget  for  the  coming 
fiscal  year  were  to  go  into  effect. 

Although  all  of  the  above  mentioned  conditions  would  not  immediately  occur,  it  is  quite  safe  to  assume  that 
once  the  city  and  state  begins  to  tighten  their  purse  strings,  it  would  not  be  likely  that  they  would  easily  let  up. 

Besides  the  elimination  of  many  school  activities,  the  State  University  System  has  also  been  forced  to  curtail 
the  enrollment  of  their  Fall  1971  class.  Though  more  people  applied  for  this  coming  freshman  year,  the  class  size 
has  been  greatly  reduced.  In  the  future,  the  tuition  and  room  and  board  prices  will  rise  in  order  to  cover  costs. 

Education,  however,  though  one  of  the  ofcal  points  of  the  cutback,  is  not  the  only  area  affected.  Up  to  90,000 
workers  in  a  diverse  group  of  the  city's  services  could  possibly  lose  their  jobs. 

Recently,  many  thousands  of  city  residents  staged  a  demonstration  at  Albany  to  illustrate  their  disatisfaction 
about  the  budget  cut.  In  addition  to  many  people  having  their  jobs  eliminated,  many  services  such  as  day  care  and 
addiction  centers  will  be  closed.  The  city's  parks  will  be  closed  more  hours  per  day  because  of  lack  of  personnel. 

Unless  the  state  and  city  can  restore  the  funds  it  has  planned  on  cutting.  New  York  will  begin  to  see  a  severe 
deterioration  of  much  that  it  is  now  famous  for  offering.

Operating  under  a  severe  height  disadvantage  to  their  opponents,  the  Judges  compiled  a  6-8  won-lost  record,  fin- 
ishing fourth  in  their  division.  This  factor  plus  the  lack  of  experience  of  the  majority  of  the  team  forced  the  coach,  Al 
Matican  to  employ  a  tight  defense  and  a  quick  offensive  attack.  The  season  started  off  slowly  as  the  team  lost  its  two 
first  games.  These  two  were  an  indication  of  the  type  of  season  it  was  to  be  for  Cardozo  —  one  where  teamwork  and  a 
balanced  offensive  and  defensive  attack  were  not  always  present  simultaneously. 

Henry  Nixon  and  Willie  Davis,  the  only  two  regulars  to  return  from  last  year,  led  the  team  both  offensively  and  de- 
fensively. Nixon  produced  a  16.9  point  average  for  the  season,  and  Davis  who  quarterbacked  the  team  was  the  high 
man  in  assists.  However  this  combination  in  the  backcourt  was  not  always  productive,  so  Jimmie  Bryan 
switched  off  team  quarterback,  with  Nixon  moving  to  a  forward  position.  After  adjusting  to  his  position  at  center,  01- 
lie  Savage  turned  in  consistent  performances  off  the  boards,  although  offensively  he  did  not  produce  much.  As  for 
the  balance  of  the  team,  point  production,  rebounding  and  clutch  shooting  were  rarely  apparent. 

The  major  difficulty  encountered  by  the  team  was  not  the  lack  of  experience  or  lack  of  talent.  It  was  the  lack  of 
consistency,  both  on  offense  and  defense.  When  the  offense  had  trouble  getting  started,  the  defense  was  tight.  How- 
ever, when  the  offense  got  rolling,  the  defense  would  collapse,  and  vice-versa.  These  inconsistencies  forced  the  team 
into  committing  too  many  turnover,  which  the  opposition  capitalized  on  and  forced  the  Judges  into  playing  catch  up 
ball. 

With  much  of  the  team  returning  next  year,  the  Judges  should  make  their  presence  felt  in  PSAL  competition. 
However,  the  big  men  will  have  to  be  found  so  that  the  height  difference  will  not  be  so  great.  Thus,  the  competition 
will  be  equalized  at  least  on  that  level.
